Present  at  the  Conference 
were  those  who  advocated  the 
inclusion  of  the  Bible  and  re¬ 
ligion  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
public  school  system  as  well  as 
those  who  thought  that  all 
teaching  of  religion  should  be 
completely  separated  from  the 
public  schools.  Others  shaded 
in  between  these  two  view- 


The  often  expressed  opinion 
heard  in  the  Conference  was 
that  the  public  school  system  of 
the  nation  should  be  preserved 
and  improved,  and  that  a  pri¬ 
vate  religious  school  system  on 
the  part  of  the  churches  would 
be  detrimental  both  to  the  na¬ 
tion  and  to  the  churches.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  schools  and 
the  churches  should  continue  to 
explore  avenues  of  cooperation 
that  would  enable  each  to  ful¬ 
fil  its  distinct  educational  fund- 
tions. 

Recent  educational  trends  and 
legislation  occupied  one  section 
of  the  Conference  and  it  was 
generally  agreed  that  public 
funds  for  the  teaching  of  the 
ology  is  out  of  line  with  the 
principle  of  separation  of 
church  and  state.

The  conferees  returned  to 
their  homes  aware  of  the  seri¬ 
ousness  of  the  educational  prob¬
